LADIES PLAN 
FOR SUPPORT 
OF DEMOCRACY 


Building Is 
On Increase 


Mrs. J. F. Dennison entertained a 
number of ladies at tea on Tuesday 
afternoon, the guests being interest¬ 
ed in the success of the democratic 
ticket at the November leection. 
Plans for arousing interest were die- 
cussed and a decision was reached 
to continue working in cooperation 
with the Pasadena headquarters in¬ 
stead of directly with the county 
committee. Some of the ladies have 
been attending the weekly sessions 
of the Democratic Study club in Pas¬ 
adena and will try to bring before 
the voters of Sierra Madre some of 
the results of their work. 


With their attractive new building 
nearing completion, Mrs. Blanche 
Muskrath and Mrs. Eva Holbert are 
planning to open their new Wistaria 
Tea room on West Central avenue 
the middle of next week. The room 
is finished in a soft grey, with at¬ 
tractive booths seating four persons 
each. Counter and kitchen equip¬ 
ment is now being installed and the 
Wistaria promises to be a.i important 
addition to the community. 


Two hours were occupied at last 
night’s meeting of the city trustees 
in an endeavor to find out whp want¬ 
ed what, in connection with the Can¬ 
yon Park street improvement pro¬ 
ject. At the end of that time not 
much progress was definitely as¬ 
sured. 

Since the filing of the protest peti¬ 
tion two weeks ago, the protestants 
have filed suit to restrain the board 
from selling the bonds which the 
district voted, or from proceeding 
with the improvement. The protes¬ 
tants were again represented last 
night by George D. Johnstone, and 
the prompt execution of the mandate 
of the voters was aguin urged by 
Messrs. Richards and Nash. 

Mr. Johnstone again declared the 
protestants want the Canyon Park 
streets improved, but believe the 
present plans are too expensive and 
the method of payment unjust. They 
object to the amount of interest paid 
on the long term bonds and to the 
method of assessing the costs. 

Messrs. Richards and Nash de¬ 
clared the whole object of the pro¬ 
testants was to cause delay and 
eventually defeat the improvement 
which had been legally voted by 
more than two-thirds of the voters 
in the Canyon. 

Trustee Topping said it had taken 
three years for the Canyon people 
to get near enough together to vote 
the hoisis, and believed that if the 
proceedings were set aside it would 
be three years more before they 
could reach another agreement. Trus¬ 
tee Porter said he felt the verdict of 
the voters was mandatory upon the 
board unless the court proceedings 
showed something irregular, and was 
supported in this opinion by Acting 
City Attorney Dunn. 

Trustee Bacon who has been an 
ardent champion of the improvement, 
said he was srprised to find certain 
provisions in the law under which 
the project was being carried out 
which appeared unusual and unjust. 
If subsequent examination of the 
facts confirmed this judgment, he 
would feel it necessary to resign 
from the board and join the pro¬ 
testants. 

The board members did not feel 
that they could give up the proceed¬ 
ings without any assurance that new 
proceedings would be carried out. 
It was finally decided to allow two 
weeks more for the preparation of 
alternative plans of improvement and 
financing, which the protestants must 
support by a majority property peti¬ 
tion. Mr. Johnstone agreed to post¬ 
ponement of the injunction case 
pending this attempt to reach an 
agreement. 

"This is nothing but an attempt to 
delay and kill the whole business. 
We’ll go into court and get a man¬ 
damus writ to compel the board to 
execute the expressed will of the 
voters,” was the parting shot of Mr. 
Richards.

As 
a member of the assembly and as a 
I campaign worker he has achieved 

'considerable reputation as an orator. 

W. Fleet Palmer of Monrovia will 
be the champion of Demcroacy. He 
was formerly assistant United States 
district attorney, is now a candidate 
for the state senate, and is also an 
accomplished speaker. 

Mrs. Lou V. Chapin will speak for 
the independent candidates, LaFol- 
lette and Wheeler. Mrs. Chapin 
needs no introduction to club women, 
having been an active and popular 
worker in women’s organizations for 
many years. She has filled many of 
the most important Assignments of 
the I-aFollette speakers’ bureau and 
her friends here will be glad to wel¬ 
come her again. 

On the whole, the program will be 
well worth hearing and represents 
commendable effort on the part of 
the club women to arouse interest in 
the campaign.

Scout Feed 

At both sessions, games were en¬ 
joyed outdoors, and followed with 
the regular troop routine inside. The 
juniors had a feast of watermelon, 
for their "eats,” while the seniors 
had a "feed” of doughnuts and fruit 
punch, the latter being expertly pre¬ 
pared and served by the senior pa¬ 
trol leader, Dick Barbour. Ivan 
Munson enlivened the senior session 
with numbers on his steel guitar, and 
Scoutmaster Stovall told a story. Mr. 
Stovall now serves as a sort of gen¬ 
eral director for the combined divi¬ 
sions, attending each one during the 
evening. 

Developing Leaders 

The excellent manner in which the 
work is being carried on, largely by 
leaders that have developed out of 
the troop itself, gives striking proof 
of the worth of scouting. This year 
there will be more patrol work done, 
and more time given to individual 
scouts in their test work and life 
problems. 

The meeting this week will be a 
combined campfire and council sua¬ 
sion at Camp Huntington. Scout* 
who desire will remain over night 
at the camp, provided they have 
"grub” and blankets. Parents and 
friends are invited to go along, and 
enjoy the delights of this favored 
spot in Rubio Canyon, near Mount 
Lowe. All the troop leaders will be 
there, in addition to others from dis¬ 
trict headquarters, and the trip will 
be both interesting and profitable to 
the boys.

But at the 
Community dinner given in his hon¬ 
or by citizens of Pasadena last Tues¬ 
day night it was Robert A. Millikan, 
the man, to whom the highest trib¬ 
utes were paid. 

Inasmuch as Dr. Millikan is refus¬ 
ing all speaking engagements in 
Pasadena and Los Angeles and comes 
to the Men’s Club as the result of 
an engagement which he made with 
Mr. Burbank last spring, the privi¬ 
lege of hearing him is one not to be 
missed. Only 190 tickets will be 
sold for the dinner, .which will be 
served at 6:30, and they may be ob¬ 
tained at Hartman's Drug store or 
from S. R. G. Twycross. 

Dr. Millikan’s address will follow 
the dinner, at 7:30, in the church 
auditorium. Admission wil^ be free 
and it js hoped the church will be 
filled.

Who*8 Kiddiri Now? 

Dr. John J. Abel of Johns Hopkins 
has developed an “artificial kidney,” 
a device which can draw all the 
blood of an animal or human being 
from a vein, pass it through a sort 
of filter to remove poisons or other 
imprities, then return it through an 
artery without removing the vital 
corpuscles. Only a relatively small 
portion of the blood is out of the 
patient at a time, as the flow from 
vein to filter and back to artery is 
continuous.
